Leslie’« command and Cupk Pritch­ 
ard's scouts, in all ab out 100 men, overtook 
tho retreating ¿Indians at Spring Creek on 
W hite Uiver, ab out fifteen miles from the 
reservation Vx rder, on Thursday morning 
early , and had a ilght with them which ended 
at dark, and during tho fight the I tos retired.

Kendall has decided to rem ain where 
he is with his men until 11»«* affair is settled.
